WASHINGTON, De C., Oct. 29.—[Special. ]— 
Miss Mary Butterworth, only daughter of 
Secretary Butterworth, was married this after- 
noon to Mr. Houghteling Howe. The cere- 
mony took place in the bridegroom’s sick- 
room at the Metropolitan Club in the presence 
of the relatives of thé contracting pair and a 
few intimate friends. The wedding had been 
set for tomorrow and elaborate preparations 
had been made for it. Last week Mr. Howe 
was taken ill and grew steadily worse until 
yesterday. His mother and step-father, Mr. 
and Mrs. St.John Roosa, were telegraphed 
for and arrived in the evening from New 
York. Mr. Howe’s illness has oeen much ag- 
gravated by distress of mind and disappoint- 
ment because of his inability to keep his wed- 
ding engagement tomorrow, and when Miss 
Butterworth learned this fact yesterday she 
proposed that all the formalities be dispensed 
with and the wedding ceremony take place at 
once in Mr. Howe’s sick-room. It was 
thought wise to defer the event for a day, but 
this morning the physicians in attendance, 
Dr. A. F. Magruder of the navy, Dr. H. C.

MUSIC WAS THE MAGNET. 


THE ORGAN DEDICATION OVER- 
CROWDS EVEN THE AUDITORIUM. 


Hundreds Unable to Gain Even Admission 
to the Vast Hall, Which Is Packed from 


the First Floor to the Topmost Gallery— . 


Mr. Eddy shows Off the Magnificent In- 
strument and Ferd Peck Makes a Short 
Address — Christine Neilson and Sig. 
Carpi Take Part. 

The dedication of the grand Auditorium or- 
gan last evening was the finale of a great 
work. The occasion was fitly honored. The 
huge Auditorium was packed from the tun- 
nels to the topmost gallery. Before the box- 
office opened every seat had been sold. Wait- 
ing hundreds secured tickets entitling them to 
standing room only. The window was soon 
closed and other disappointed hundreds were 
turned away. 

It was a musical rather than a society 
event. Society was present in force, but it 
was distinctly an outpouring of music-loving 
people to pay homage to the wonderful or- 
gan, to Mr. Clarence Eddy, to Christine Neil- 
son, to Sig. Carpi, and to enjoy a rare mu- 
sical treat. : 

The audience was deeply appreciative rather 


than demonstrative. But Mr. Eddy was given 


a hearty reception when he descended from 
the stage and mounted the seat in front of the 
key-box. Then the sense of all else fled be- 
fore the pure tones which he deftly evoked 
from the hidden pipes. Mr. Rosenbecker’s 
orchestra occupied the stage and participated 
in the first number. 
Mr. Peck’s Address. 


Then that modest gentleman of few words 


and great deeds, Mr. Ferd Peck, stepped to 
the footlights and said: 

Ladies and Gentlemén: Less than one year 
ago a vast assemblage gathered here to witness 
the dedication of this superb temple in the pres- 
ence of the Chief Magistrate of the Nation, the 
Governors of many States, and the official repre- 
sentatives of our municipality. Grand as was the 
occasion, impressive as were those surroundings, 
thrilling as were the notes of the Queen of Song, 
yet there was lacking such inspiring strains as 
have just died away from the noblest of all mu- 
sical instruments. This organ was then incom- 
plete, its notes were yet imperfect, its cathedral 
bells, its carillons, its echo accompaniment, and 
many other features were lacking. Tonight these 
are all heard, and this magnificent audience at- 
tests that the people are proud of the fact that 
our beloved city possesses an instrument 80 con- 
spicuously grand. 

The Auditorium Association has endeavored to 
provide within one structure, and in the most lib- 
eral manner, as many facilities as were possible 
for the elevation,entertainment,and culture of the 
people. The broad mission of our organization 
could not have been fulfilled without placing in 
this temple of musicthe great organ which we 
are now dedicating. This has been done, not 
only to afford entertainment for all but for the 
purpose of encouraging and creating organists 
and to stimulate the ambition of those pursuing 
that profession; and we feel that the grandeur 
and completeness of this instrument are consist- 
ent with the spirit and liberal policy which have 
marked the history of this entire project. 

The Program Concluded. 

Mayor Cregier occupied the attention of the 
audience for a few moments and then appeared 
Christine Neilson. After her mellow con- 
tralto voice had died softly away 
and she had acknowledged an en- 
core, Mr. Eddy further exemplified 
the marvelous resources of the organ, with its 
bells, its echoes, and cathedral chimes. 

Sig. Carpi was received with critical appro- 
bation. An intermission came after Mr. Eddy 
had rendered another number on the organ 
and then the program was concluded without 
further interruption. 

No brief description of the Auditorium 
organ is adequate to its deserts. It is one of 


the largest and perhaps the most perfect in the 


world. ‘The loca of the main body. of the 
organ is in a chamber at the left of the stage 
in front of the proscenium arch, The key-box 
is in the orchestra, seventeen feet. below the 
floor of the organ chamber. It extends down- 
ward into the basement and in this extension 
is a great labyrinth of combination action 
and electric contacts. One long side of the 
basement under the Auditorium floor 
is devoted to the bellows, which 
are driven by electric motors. Another elec- 
tric motor generates the currents used in 
operating the organ. The wonderful echo 
organ is located in the attic over the hall, 
more than 100 feet away from the player, and 
the cathedral chimes are suspended above the 
stage in one of the fly galleries, 
From the Musician’s Standpoint, 

The entertainment opened with the Fan- 
as ie Triomphale for grand organ and or- 
chestra, composed expressly for the inaugura- 


tion of the Auditorium by Th. Dubois, organ- 


ist of the Church of the Madelaine, Paris. 
Last eygning it was given in exact accordance 
with the Gomposer’s design, and produced an 
eicellent impression, in spite of the inade- 
quate playing of the orchestra, which at times 
marred the work by faulty intonation. 

Miss Christine Neilson was next heard ina 
Handel aria, Awake, Saturnia,“ from his 
“Semele.” It was sung with spirit, the in- 
tricate and brilliant passage work being given 
with apparent ease. Her reading was intelli- 
gent and her performance effective. She was 
encored and responded with a ballad, ‘“‘ When 
the Heart Is Loung, which was equally well 
sung. Her second number was Cowen’s “A 
Song from Heaven,” which pleased greatly 
and won her a recall. 

Walter Springer’s ‘‘ Harvest Home” was a 
new work which afforded numerous oppor- 
tunies for displaying the resources of the 
organ, as did also Dudley Buck’s transcrip- 
tion of Home, Sweet Home.“ Of the latter, 
especial features were the employment of the 
cathedral chimes for the melody, and the 
splendid effect of the vox humana” of the 
swell organ. Both works were registered with 
rare taste, and at the close Mr. Eddy was 
obliged to give an encore number, choosing 
for that purpose his own transcription of a 
song from Mignon.” 

Sig. Carpi made his first appearance before 
a Chicago audience and won the golden opin- 
ions of every one for his singmg of Quaranta’s 
““Vuoi Saper, and a Serenata by Surg- 
mem, the latter dedicated to himself. He 
was accorded a hearty and deserved encore, 
to which he responded by singing Non 
ever,“ tastefully accompanied upon the piano 
by Mr. Spencer. Later upon the program he 
sang numbers by Faure and Tosti. 

The first part of the program was fittingly 
brought to a close with the D minor Toccata 
and Fugue, by Bach, the great master of organ- 
playing and composition. It was magnifi- 
cently played by Mr. Eddy. Guilmant’s organ 
symphony in D minor opened the second part. 
Mr. Eddy’s other numbers were the pre- 
lude to “Otho Visconti,“ Gleason; and Pil- 
grim’s Chorus, Wagner; both transcribed 
by himself; Lemmens fantasie, The Storm,“ 
and Thiele's Theme, Variations, and Finale. 
Mr. Eddy’s management of the gigantic in- 
strument was thoroughly able and artistic, 
and displayed it to admirable advantage.

TO CONTROL THE LEAF TOBACCO TRADE. 


Louisville and Cincinnati Warehousemen 
Effect a Combine. 

Lovuisvitix, Ky., Oct. 29.—The incorpora- 
tion papers for the tobacco company which 
embraces nearly all the leading warehouse- 
men in this city and Cincinnati, and of which 
much has been published, were filed today. 
Its business embraces storing and selling leaf 
tobacco, with everything that usually belongs 
to warehousing. The capital stock is $4,000,000, 
one-half preferred. Preferred stock is to have 
dividends of 8 per cent per annum out of the 
earnings, but nothing more. The corporation 
may issue $1,000,000 bonds. The principal places 
of business are Louisville and Cincinnati, and 
the directory includes the best-known ware- 
housemen in the two cities. It is claimed by 
the incorporators that the organization will be 
of great benefit to tobacco growers. There 
will be fewer agents, and the agents’ pay, they 
assert, comes finally from the grower. The 
organization will control nine-tenths of the 
leaf tobacco trade in this region.

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WHAT LAWLER’S RECEIPT PROVES. 

Tun Tsun published yesterday the evi- 
dence showing that Frank Lawler, Congress- 
candidate for Sheriff, had demanded of and 
received from John P. Eckes, a deserter from 
the United States army, the sum of $100 for 
procuring his discharge from the service. 
Lawler began by insisting on $250, but com- 
promised on $100 after the man had declared 
his inability to raise the larger sum. The 
clinching and convincing document which ap- 
peared in Tun Tarsus was a fac-simile of the 
receipt given by Lawler to Eckes Nov. 10, 
1888. The payment of the money was proved, 
not by any verbal statement of the latter, a 
by the written evidence furnished by the 
reckiess and greedy Congressman himself. 

It had come to the ears of Lawler that these 
facts had become known to the Republicans 


and that it was their intention to use them. 


In order to break the force of these damaging 
disclosures an explanatory demal was con- 
cocted which was printed in the Herald of 
yesterday. The writer of the stuff in the 
Herald labored under the impression that the 
only evidence of the payment of monéy to 
Lawler by Eckes the deserter was the say-so0 
of the latter. Therefore he proceeds to de- 
nounce the whole thing as a lie, to assert that 
Eckes was paid by the Republicans to testify 
to a mass of falsehoods, and to denounce him 
as a man of infamous character. 

It is evident from this defense that Lawler 
did with the Herald what many a criminal has 
done with his lawyer—almost invariably with 
disastrous consequences. He kept back some 
of the most important facts. He did not make 
a clean breast of the transaction. He left the 
Herald in ignorance about that damning re- 
ceipt which he gave for the boodle. There- 
fore the Herald, being misled, summed up its 
argument in faver of “ Our Frank as fol- 
lows: 

Eckes swears he gave Congressman Lawler $100 
to secure his dishonorable discharge from the 
army. The man can be convicted out of his own 
mouth by the testimony of responsible people and 
officials esteemed in high offices, and when the in- 
famy contemplated by the Republican Campaign 
Committee is done these people will speak up. 


But the strength of the case against Lawler 
does not depend on Eckes. It depends on 
Lawler and his receipt for value received. 
Eckes may be a rascal. But Lawler, not he, 

wrote that receipt. Therefore the counsel for 
Lawler, the defendant, will make nothing by 
the cheap trick of abusing Eckes, one of the 
witnesses for the prosecution. No matter 
what Eckes may be there 1s documentary evi- 
dence outside of that fatal receipt which cor- 
roborates his statement. It appears that he 
was put on the police force under Harrison, 
while the latter was usurping an office which 
belonged to Judge Smith. He was discharged 
by Mayor Roche after his character became 
known. While on the force he became ac- 
quainted with Joe Lawler. Therefore when 
he got into trouble with the United States 
authorities because of his desertion he turned 
naturally to Joe, and asked him to get his 
brother, the Congressman, to help him out of 
the scrape. Negotiations having been carried 
on through Joe it was natural that the latter 
should play the part of collection agent for 
his brother and try to get $250 out of Eckes. 
But the Congressman, to whom a personal 
appeal was made that it was impossible to 
raise so much money, compromised on $100 
and gave a receipt for it. It may have been 
business-like, but it was not prudent. How 
a man with an Aldetmanic boodle training 
came to do it is a mystery to his old boodle 
coparceners. 

The Democrats, betrayed into a false posi- 
tion by Lawler’s failing to tell them the whole 
truth, may fall back on the desperate state- 
ment that these documents are not genuine. 
They can satisfy themselves on that point with 
ease. Let them take the case into court. The 
presence of Ecke is unnecessary. The 
receipt and the other documents will be there 
and their genuineness will have to be admit- 
ted. Lawler’s handwriting will testify against 
Lawler and will convict him. 

What do these facts prove? Firstly, that 
Lawler boodled in a specific case. Secondly, 
they put it beyond doubt that Lawler is an old 
and inveterate boodler. For no man would 
hold up a poor devil of a deserter for $250 
and suck a hundred dollars out of him with 
such grace and ease if he had not had years of 
preliminary drill and experience in the Coun- 
cil. A first offender would never have re- 
lieved Eckes of his money in the neat way 
Lawler did. Therefore, those rumors which 
connected Lawler’s name with Aidermanic 
boodling in the past, people will now believe 
must have had a solid foundation. He learned 
in the Council by trying his “‘ prentice hand 
on corporations and men who wanted city of- 
fices the arts which brought in such handsome 
returns when he got to Congress, 


GEN, PALMER AND COL. TAYLOR ON CON- 
VICT LABOR. 
In his Battery D speech Monday night John 
M. Palmer said: 


I understand that not long ago in building the 
State-House in Texas Lapplause}, by the mere 
accident of business—not in accordance with his 
feelings—Abner Taylor had the services of 600 
penitentiary convicts, and perhaps his ideas of 
what ought to be the methods of government for 
you people were learned in that school. 


In the utterance of this statement Gen. 
Palmer is guilty in the first instance of de- 
liberate falsehood; and, in the serond in- 
stance, of self-stultification. The falsehood 
may be briefly disposed of, as the other point 
is of more importance. John M. Palmer, as 
well as Whig”? Ewimg, who has been telling 
the same lie, knows that Col. Taylor was not 
responsible for the employment of convict 
labor on the Texas State-House. They both 
know that the contract for that building was 
sub-let by Col. Taylor to Mr. Wilke, and that 
no other person than the latter ever has em- 
ployed a man to do a day’s work on the Texas 
State-House. They know that when it was found 
to be impossible to get the limestone called 
for by the contract the Democratic State au- 
thorities of Texas made the proposition to 
have the stone changed to granite and to fur- 
nish the requisite number of convicts to do 
the cutting. The contract was made in Mr. 
Taylor’s name because he was the original 
contractor with the State, and had to approve 
of all contracts as a matter of form. Changing 
from limestone near by to quarrying granite 
farther away made a difference of half a mill - 
ion in extra cost, and the Texan authorities 
had no $500,000 in cash to spare, so they pro- 
posed to make good the loss by furnishing Mr. 
Wilke with convicts to quarry the more diffi. 
cult granite. But Taylor never had a cent of 
interest in or received any benefit from the con- 
viet labor. If any money were made Wilke 
made it. If any were lost Wilke lost it. John 
M. Palmer knows all this, for it was all pub- 
lished two years ago, and yet he has the mean- 
ness and effrontery to repeat the delibcrate 
falsehood. 

But who is this John M. Palmer who is as- 
sailing Col. Taylor as to his attitude on a 
prison-labor ‘contract in Texas? He is the 
author of the system in this State! He is not

John M. Palmer’s convict-labor system was 
abolished by the Republicans during the ses- 
sion of the Thirty-fourth Legislature by the 
passage of the following resolution, which 
subsequently was engrafted on the Constitu- 
tion of the State by the popular vote: 

Resolved, That hereafter it shall be unlawful 
for the Commissioners of any penitentiary or 
other reformatory institution in the State of IIli- 
nois to let by contract to any person or persons or 
corporations the labor of any convict within said 
institution. 

Col, Taylor. supported this resolution and 
voted for it./Has John M. Palmer changed 
his views since the time when as Governor he 
urged the General Assembly to approve the 
convict-labor system, of which he was the au- 
thor in this State? Ata public meeting held 
in Joliet Oct. 16, 1888, two years after the Re- 
publicans had wiped out his convict-labor sys- 
tem, he boasted that he was the author ꝙ u 
and denied publicly that he had" voted for the 
constitutional amendment making his system 
unlawful. § 

The record is not complete without the fol- 
lowing extract from his letter to Congressman 
Mason a few months ago, in which he said: 


A very large number of the electors of the State, 
by nominating me as a candidate for a seat in the 
United States Senate, have made themselves re- 
sponsible not only for my political opinions and 
— but for all the important acts of my pub- 


Hence John M. Palmer not only believes 
now, as he did in 1871, in the matter of the 
convict-labor system, but he declares that the 
Democratic party has made itself responsible 
for his opinion now and then and for every 


one of his important acts. 


The record, therefore, shows that John M. 
Palmer is the author of the system in Ilinois, 
and still believes in it and opposed its repeal, 
and that the Democratic party upholds him in 
it. Tet he has the effrontery to falsel} and 
maliciously charge Col. Taylor with advocat- 
ing the system of which he himself is the 
father in this State, and against which Col. 
Taylor’s vote isa matter of official record! 
Hypocrisy and shamefacedness have reached 
their climax in the utterances of this man 
Palmer. 


WHAT JUDGE PRENDERGAST SAID. 

On the 7th of December last, when Judge 
Prendergast was a candidate for Drainage 
Trustee on the Citizens’ ticket, he made a 
speech at Farwell Hall to a great crowd of 
Republicans and Democrats in which he re- 
ferred to the men who were then supporting 
the-Democratic Drainage ticket in these 
terms: 

“The paltry devils! The men who con- 
trolled the convention enthroned bribery and 
fraud as masters of the situation. They were 
the same persons or tools of the same persons 
who corrupted county boards, manipulated 
grand and petit juries, and who essayed to 
poison the seats of justice.“ 

Are not those the same persons, with singu- 
larly few exceptions, who are now running the 
Democratic county ticket headed by the 
cheap boodler Frank Lawler? If they elect 
this man Lawler won’t their opportunities 
to manipulate grand and petit juries and 
to poison the seats of justice be increased 
tenfold? Does Judge Prendergast think it 
safe to make a cheap person like Lawler, who 
peddled his Congressional influence toa wife 
deserter and an army deserter for a paltry 
$100, Sheriff of Cook County? 

On the same occasion that he used the re- 
marks above quoted Judge Prendergast said: 
“T owe all my efforts, all my zeal for hon- 
esty, all the ability I possess to the honest 
people. They shall have my services when 
they call for them regardless of party.“ He 
was elected on this pledge. How is he keep- 
ing his promises? What is he doing to prevent 
the election of the candidate championed by 
the Garablers’ Trust, and their man Cregier, 
and by the toughs and thugs, and official ras- 
cals who fought, him? It is time for plain 
talking. Judge Prendergast knows that Law- 
ler is indefensible, and yet he permits his court 
bailiff to act on Jonas Hutchinson’s Campaign 
Committee as the representative of the boodle 
Alderman who is candidate for Sheriff.

“IMPROVING” THE LAKE-FRONT. 

It is pretty well understood by this time 
that the people who own property on Michi- 
gan avenue, between Adams street and Park 
row, would strenuously object to everything in 
the line of piling and filling in the lake and to 
the erection of even temporary buildings 
which would obstruct their view fur not less 
than three or four years. Andit is undenia- 
ble that their rights in the matter could not 
be ignored should they choose to assert them. 
Under the provisions of the statute passed at 
the extra session of the Legislature their right 
of view of the lake could only be taken from 
them by a process of confiscation, involving a 
jury trial in the case of perhaps a hundred 
different owners along that nearly mile of 
front. The work of beginning litigation with 
all or a majority of them would be a te- 
dious and costly one, the ensuing proceedings 
in court would take up a great deal of time, 
and then the directors could not stir a step 
in the proposed work till after they had 
tendered to each one the full amount named 
by the jury as the measure of damages to be 
obtained by him from the obstruction of view. 
By that time it might be too late to put up 
any buildings at all, and certainly it would 
not be possible to run up any but those of 
a temporary makeshift character, such as 
would be a disgrace to the neighborhood and 
unworthy of the Exhibition. Hence to insist 
on the filling and piling of the Lake-Front 
would seriously jeopardize the whole business 
and be almost certain to result in unpleasant 
consequences which would be deeply regretted 
when too late. 

The more these conditions are pondered 
over by the conservative and reflecting mem- 
bers of the directory the more unwilling are 
they to venture on the undertaking. They 
are coming round to the conviction that the 
proper thing to do is to content themselves 
with the occupancy of land west of the tracks 
belonging to the city and avoid a struggle that 
might hamper them all through the progress 
of the Fair. They favor this policy all the 
more, as it is now well understood that the 
owners of property north of Adams street 
would be glad to have erected there a grand, 
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2 should that be judged 


| desirable. Them the great building would 
| fulfill all needed conditions by being most 


easily accessible from all parts of the city, 
both during and after the Exposition. The 

would visit it in far greater numbers 
than if it were placed away on the eastern 
side of the railroad tracks, and to be reached 
only by the crossing of awkward and unsightly 
viaducts, If the money proposed to be spent 
in piling and filling were to be put into that 
building it would be an object of pride as well 
as of real service to the community in minis- 
tering to the literary and artistic tastes of the 


people, and widening out their knowledge and 


capacity for enjoyment through many years 
in the future. 

As the case now stands the advertising for 
proposals to fill in the Lake-Front is so un- 
wise as to be positively dangerous. Not a 
single pile should be driven or shovelful of 
sand emptied there till the consent of all the 
abutting propetty-owners on Michigan avenue 
has been obtained, as otherwise the directors 
would become involved in an inoxtricable 
lawsuit tangle which for all purposes of the 
Fair would probably be interminable. Inas- 
much as by refraining from the attempt they 
would avoid a vast expenditure which is alto- 
gether unnecessary, and steer wide of a rock 
that threatens shipwreck to the whole under- 
taking, it would be still bettet to give up the 
scheme to Gross the railroad tracks and aban- 
don it at once, 


PENALTY FOR CONGRESSIONAL BOODLING. 

If Lawler were not made of brass he would 
take his name off the ticket after the publica- 
tion of that receipt, but the probabilities are 
he will not do so. He will hope that a 
majority of the voters approve of a little quiet 
boodling, where they are not the victims. If 
there are any men in this country who think 
that Lawler’s dealings with Eckes prove him 
to be asmart fellow who ought to be encour- 
aged they should vote for him by all means. 
“Birds of a feather” ought to “flock to- 
gether.“ But there are not enough of them to 
elect him, and if even there were they could not 
save him from the clutches of the law he has 
broken. This is Sec. 1,782 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States: 

No Senator, Representative, or Delegate, after 
his election and during his co 9 in office, 
shall receive, or agree to receive, any compensa- 
tion whatever, directly or indirectly, for any serv- 
ices rendered, or to be rendered, to any person, 
either by himself or another, in relation to any 
pr ing, contract, claim, controversy, charge, 
accusation, arrest, or other matter or thing, in 
which the United States is a party. and directly 
or indirectly- interested, before any department, 
court-martial, bureau officer, or any civil, mili- 
tary, or naval commission whatever. Every per- 
son offending against this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be imprisoned 
not more than two years and fined not more than 
$10,000, and shall moreover, by conviction there- 
for, be rendered forever incapable thereafter of 
holding any office of honor, profit, or trust under 
the Government of the United States. 


Proceedings are not barred by the statute of 
limitations, and there is nothing to prevent 
the United States District Attorney from tak- 
ing action. And, as Lawler is still a member 
of Congress and is still disgracing the State 
of Illinois, when the House meets in Decem- 
ber it should take up his case, expel him, and 
free the other members of the Illinois delega- 
tion from the shame of his presence. If the 
man had any decency left to him he would do 
it himself—would resign as Congressman and 
as candidate, leave the city, and bury himself 
somewhere where his name and his infamous 
record were unknown. 

And what wiil hig. counsel, the Herald, do 
when it learns how Lawler has deceived it? 
Will it withdraw from the case, as a respecta- 
ble lawyer would? Will it own up that it was 
mistaken and repudiate Lawler? This is what 
decent papers would do—is what Tux Tris- 
vnn, Inter-Ocean,..or News would do—had 
they been tricked fito the support of an un- 
worthy candidate. If the Herald does that it 
will do nothing but its duty. If it fails to-do 
it it will leave itself Characterless. It will 
show that it is determined to be a boodler and 
with the boodlers stand. It is at the turning 
of the ways. Will it be faithful to the people 
or to Lawler, the hundred-dollar boodler? 


PRICE OF SILVER. 

The report by Mr. Leech, Director of the 
Mint, sufficiently answers the complaints 
made within the last few weeks in regard to 
the course of the Government in complying 
with the requirements of the Silver bill. It 
brings out the fact that the weakness in the 
market for the metal was and is due to the 
accumulation of an oversupply by speculators. 
The Director states that the visible stock of 
silver in New York has not sensibly decreased 
notwithstanding the Government purchase of 
12,276,478 ounces since the middle of August. 
He does not mention, perhaps because it did 
not fall within his province to do so, that the 
pressure which has weighed down prices was 
greater than that due simply to the stock of 
actual metal in sight at the principal 
market outside of Washmgton. The 
speculative purchases by the various syn- 
dicates, made in anticipation of the passage of 
the bill, were recently estimated to amount to 
fully 40,000,000 ounces, part of which was sold 
short. The sellers then have been only too 
glad to aid in depressing the market when it 
showed itself weak under the weight of offer- 
ings by men anxious to realize. The principal 
syndicates are said to have agreed among 
themselves not to sell at less than $1.26 per 
ounce, and some subordinate agreements 
were to hold over till next February or March. 
But the money stringency which set in a few 
weeks ago at the seaboard obliged some 
holders to let go, the resulting decline wore 
down margins on some of the rest to such a 
thin condition that additional security has 
been. called for by the men who loaned 
the money, and the financial stringency 
sufficiently severe to make the 
raising of such security a difficult matter. 
The Director refers distantly to this in saying 
“it is unfortunate that certificates were al- 
lowed to be issued on the stock of silver and 
guaranteed by a National bank and listed on 
the Stock Exchange to be dealt in on margins 
as other stocks.” But this was not the fault 
of the Government. The blame, if any, for 
the fact and its consequences should rest on the 
shoulders of the men in Wall street who engi- 
neered the movement and those who sent 
orders from outside to buy and sell the metal 
on speculation. 
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“PALMER’S MILLSTONE.” 

John M. Palmer in his Battery D speech 
publicly indorsed the unsavory candidates on 
the Democratic ticket.

The Eckes revelation has proved a bomb- 
shell in the Democratic camp. The Herald, 
suspecting that its man was about to be ex- 
posed, sought to break its force by discount- 
ing Eckes’ character, but it wasted its efforts. 
Hence the afternoon tender of the Herald was 
called upon to explain, and it has done so with 
a vengeance, It says: 

The treachery, ingratitude, and despicable con- 
duct of the wretch Eckes, alias Hines, in this 
matter [of being blackmailed by Lawler] is not 
blacker than his conduct has been toward his law- 
ful wife and children, and it is not unsafe to pre- 
dict that his future treatment of the woman who 
gave him the $100 for Lawler’s campaign fund of 
1888 will be still blacker. 

So the $100 which Eckes paid to Congress- 


man Lawler in boodle consideration of secur- 


ing his discharge from the army was a dona- 
tion to Lawler’s campaign fund and a com- 
promise donation at that! Is Congressman 
Lawler in the habit of giving his personal re- 
ceipt after elections for the campaign dona- 
tions of his friends? Is this a custom among 
Democratic candidates? 

It is unfortunate for this campaign dona- 
tion theory that there is a hole in it through 
which you can drive an omnibus. This re- 
ceipt was given several days after Mr. Lawler 
had been elected. Is it likely that a poor 
devil like Eckes, who had no money of his 
own, would go to his mistress a week after 
Lawler was elected and get $100 of her to 
pay into Lawler’s campaign fund? If 
the situation had been  tfteversed, if 
Eckes had received $100 from 
Lawler for campaign services, it would not 
have been remarkable, as it is not uncommon 
for candidates to pay men for their campaign 
work; but that Eckes should have scratched 
round for money to donate to Lawler several

any one to believe. It is too weak and silly a 
story for any one to swallow who has powers 
of comprehension above those of an idiot. If 
the Herald and its tender cannot concoct an 
explanation better than this they should have 
kept silent and confined themselves to asper- 
sions on Eckes’ character. But even these 
would cut no figure, since Eckes is not run- 
ning for office. He is not the one whois 
smirched. He is not trying to get control of 
the courts and juries of Cook County. They 
should try again. Either let them invent a 
yarn which will stand on its feet or own up that 
Lawler was in the pardon-brokerage business 
and gave his receipt to Eckes for value re- 
ceived,’’ the value received being $100 paid to 
him by Eckes for getting him discharged from 
the army. a 
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In an editorial headed Infamous Use of 
the Taxing Power the News uses this lan- 
guage: 

Why did Congress lower the duty on copper 
from $50 to $10 a ton? Why did Congress wipe out 
at one stroke the duty of $300 a ton on nickel and 
place that commodity on the free list? 


This is an odd way for a free-trade paper to 
talk. One would fancy that every reduction 
of duties, as in this case of copper and nickel, 
would be called a “praiseworthy use of the 
taxing power,” and that every increase of 
duties would be called an infamous use.“ It 
must have on its staff some ultra potectionist 
who has managed to get in his work in an 
ultra free-trade paper. 

The duty on copper was reduced because it 
was too high. It had been $250 a ton. That 
had enabled the Boston syndicate to charge 
excessive prices to American consumers while 
disposing of their surpluses abroad at lower 
prices. The increasing demand for copper in 
this country for electrical uses made it the 
more necessary to put a stop to that sort of 
gouging. So the duty was cut down to $10 a 
ton, which is quite enough to protect the Amer- 
ican miner from any foreign attempt to strip 
him of the home market. 

Nickel was put on the free list because the 
interests of the country demanded it. It had 
become apparent that large quantities of the 
metal would be needed, not merely by the 
Government but by ail kinds of manufactur- 
ers. It was apparent also that this country 
could produce but a small fraction of what 
was required. The sound Republican protec- 
tion policy’ is that when an article cannot be 
produced in this country it is non-competitive 
and should be put on the free list. That vas 
done in this case. The duty on nickel had 
been 15 cents a pound. To retain it under the 
circumstances was absurd, The bill as pre- 
pared by the House committee reduced the 
duty to three ce The Senate, with further 
information as to the for nickel, took off 
the duty altogether, and the. House concurred. 
In this instance and with copber Congress 
did just what it ought to have done.

Tun London Financial Times gives some 
statistics of the pawnbroking business in En- 
gland, which is the only country in Europe 
where private capitalists are permitted to 
profit by the misfortunes of the needy by lend- 
ing money on pledges, exacting some 25 per 


cent per annum for the use of their money, 


with good security. About 210,000,000 of these 
transactions are made-each year in the United 
Kingdom, the average being eight articles per 
head for every man, woman, and child in the 
population. As there are no pawnshops in the 
rural districts a swimming business must 
be done by them in the larger towns to pro- 
duce such a tremendous aggregate, The 700 
pawnshops in London take an average 
of ten pledges per year per capita, 
so that reckoning five persons to 
the family each one of the families 
takes out a pawn-ticket per week, or for those 
who do not there are others who make up that 
tremendous average. The largest part of the 
business consists of small transactions, so that 
a halfpenny per month for each two shillings 


under ten does not assume a deterrent aspect 


though the rate is d great one. They do the 
business much r in France, where the 
Mont de Piété enjoys a monopoly by virtue of 
being under Government protection. Found- 
ed in 1777, its rates of interest have been ro- 
duced by successive stages to 7 per cent per 
annum, and out of this the bondholders real- 
ize 3 per cent each year. The amount lent on 
new pledges during the year ending with last 
March was a little in excess of $7,000,000. 
Any surplus of profit above the 8 per 
cent named is divided into halves, one 
being carried over to meet contingencies and 
the other going to the support of the Paris 
hospitals. There are no statistics of pawn- 
shops in the United States for comparison 
with these figures. In this country the insti- 
tution is pretty much a law unto itself, and 
abuses of the poor who are obliged to raise 
money by patronizing them appear to be 
much more numerous than in England. ‘There 
the proprietor is obliged by lawto keep all 
articles a stated time so as to give an oppor- 
tunity to redeem them. It cannot be denied 
that most of the pawning done in this country 
is by the improvident class rather than by the 
very poor, but a vast amount of good could 
be done by the establishment of some such 
system as that in Paris. It is strange that 
some of our benevolently disposed citizens 
have not moved in the matter ere this.

if any less than pawnshop rates. Good securi- 
ty is no assurance against usury when once a 
man or a defenseless woman gets into the 
clutches of the money sharks. Proofs of this

nection with some foreclosure on a loan at ex- 
orbitant rates, but it is* not often the inter- 
mediary runs away from a business which pre- 
sumably pays him as well as it does the ones 
who actually advance the money. In the 
present instance the temptation to abscond 
seems to have been the confidence reposed 
by others who had small sums to lend and

Four Costly Ducks.
